TE ofared them, that he shen felt more for 
nis aceufer, whom he was once permitted 
te cai! his friend, than he did for himfelf: that 
tac Gteation of Frioli «was, and mzf be, more 
gulreiing than his own, let the iffae of that day 
rove to him ever fo difaftrous. 
* Of what had been alledged refpeing his vi- 
fits to the anbafiador’s houfe, he freely admit- 
ted the truths; and if ia fo doing he had offend- 
ed agaimit any law, even though dormant or ob- 
folete. he, of courfe, was fobje@ to -its penalty. 
Bat, he obferved, that no guilt had been prov- 
ed, or could be fixed on him from the_faét, ex- 
cept it were conneded With the fafpicion of his 
being engaged in concerting meafures detrimen- 
ulto the tate. It was a hard thing, he faid, to 
contend with fnfpicions; fatts could be anfwer- 
ed, refuted, dented or explained; but as to fuf- 
piciors, he knew not how to repel them, other- 
wife than by requefing of that affembly, to 
whom individually he had long been known, to 
jook back on the tenor of his whole life,and to 
examine molt fri@ly and feverely, whether, at 
any period of it, the {mallet ground could be dif- 
covered to warrant a fafpicion of treachery in 
him. He modefily reminded them of his fervices 
Wehe republic, thar he had unremittingly la- 
boured to promote its interefl and exalt its glory. 
He invoked heaven to witnefs that neither in deed 
or thought, had he ever conceived or formed a- 
ny one meafure unfriendly to the government, and 
as pure and immaculate toward his country did 
he at that moment ftand, as at any period of his 
life. He demied that a firmer friend to Venice, 
or amore firenuous fupporter of its conftitution 
than himfelf, exited. 

He felt himfelf, he faid, fo much fupported by 
his own integrity and innocence, that he 
cheerfully fubmitted his caufe, his honor, 
his life, into the hands of that illu&rious affem- 
bly, trating they would, by their unanimous 
decree, efface from his charatter the blemifh 
which had that day been caftuponit, by the meft 
uamerited fufpicions. 


After fhortly deliberating with the other mem- 
bers, thé prefident informed Albano, that enoagh 
had been lain before the coancil to fatisfy them 
that he had not orly tranfgrefled one of the fun- 
damental laws of Venice, but aéted in fo quef. 
tionable a manner as to render it indifpenfible for 
him to acconnt fer his condaét, and difclofe its 
motives; to expiain the real caufe of his vifits to 
the French minifter, and ingenioufly confeis the 
teafon of his induftrious endeavors to conceal 
them; that he had incurred fevere penalties 
by the fact, which he had admitted, but that in 
tonfideration of his former fervices, they were 
inclined to relax the rigour of the law, provid- 
ed he would impart to them the true inducement 
to his fecret vihts, fron which they fhould other- 
wife conclude that fomething inimical to the go- 
Vernment had been intended. 


Albano thanked the council for their lenity 
and proffered favors, at tite fame time declaring 
he could not, with the apprebation ef his own 
heart, explain the particular circumftances of his 
conduét. In the moft animated language, and in 
the mof foleran manner, he difclaimed any de- 
fign again the well.being of his country, and 
ended with affuring the aflembly that be the iffue 
‘what it might, no power on earth thould wreft 
from him him his motives: on that fabje& he 
would preferve the profoundeft and mott inviaci- 
ble filence. 

It is fcarcely poflible to defcribe the grief and 
aftonifhment of the whole affembly on hearin 
this declaration ; the cool tone and Peliconined 
manner in which it was made, left them no rea- 
fon to hope, that any thing would ever fhake the 
refelution he had jaft exprefied. 

Albano was ordered to withdraw. The coun- 
cil, after examining his conduct in every point 
of view, dilcovered in it much to blame, and 
more to fufpe&: his refufal toenter into any ex 
planation of it, feemed to confirm the opinion of 
all, that fomething very criminal muft be attach- 
ed to it. Whatever their firft prepofieffion there- 
fore might have been, they did not now hefitate 
te impute to him the crime of plotting againf 
the fafety of the ftate. The council had alrea- 
dy departed widely from the general practice, 
on fimular occafions, and had, in confequence of 
his virtues and fervices, difplayed a clemency, 
Weldom, ever exerci fed by we Venc:ias gevern- 
ment. 

Under that famous fquare in Venice, known by 
the name of St. Mark, are dumgeons fo deeply 
funk as to be confiderably below the level of the 
fea; through an aperture at the top, the wretch- 
ed victim of ftate-fufpicion is let down, never 
more to return; through this, his miferable and 
fcanty food is conveyed, through this alone, the 
air fluggith and damp from the maflive and enor- 
mous arches raifed over the openning, with diffi- 
calty works its way to fupport the hated exiitence 
of the devoted victim below. 


Thus immured, carefully and cruelly prevented 
from availing themfelves of all means of putting 
a period to this undefcribable ftate of horror, in 
totaland almo& palpable darknefs, for ever cut 
off from the world, without the fainteft or moft 
diftant hope of ever again feeing their friends, 
their families, their deareft connections, nay of 
ever more behoiding any object on earth, thefe 
victims of fufpicion endure torments far more a- 
gonizing and exquifite than the moft terrific 
death. 

In one of thofe dreary cells, was Albanc con- 
demned to pafs the remainder of hisdays. The 
decree once pafled was irrevocable} the execu- 
tion of it followed clofe, and witheat being per- 
mitted to bid adieu to his re!atives, his expedct- 
ing family; his anxious friends, wivhout any pre- 
paration for fe dreadful an event, was this un- 
happy nobleman conveyed to thofe {cenes of hor- 
ror and of dafknefs, and in the flowers of his

Notwithitanding the fecrecy and difpatch with 
which this bufinefs was tranfacted, the populace 
of Venice foon felt the abfence of their patron, 
their benefaCtor, their friend. Bred up in fub- 
miffion the mot humble to their rulers, they dar- 
ed not clamour for, and demand their proteétor, 
or even to murmer againftthofe, by whofe means 
they had the ftrongeft reafons to fuppofe they 
was deprived of him. But the#forrow was not 
lefs poignat or fincere becaufe it was filent; 
the whole city ceafed not to lament and. deplore 
his fate. 

The ftern patriotifm even of Friuli, could not 
fupport him undér the grief excited by his dread- 
ful fentence, He contemplated with horror che 
fituation to which he had reduced his much belov- 
ed friend. 

The picture was too fhocking for him to look 
on; the emaciated countenance of Albano, where- 
in were. marked the deep lines of hopelefs expec- 
tation, and the traces of approaching diffolution, 
cenitantly appeared to Friuli’s imagination; the 
defpair of his eye, the faint fweat of his brow, 
the convalfion of his altered features, and the 
jut, though gentle, reproof from his dying lips, 
all paffed m terrible review acrofehis agitated 
mind, “Gnd torbade him to enjoy either repofe at 
night, or tranquility by day. His health im- 
paired, and his {pirits worn down by unceafing 
forrow and remorfe, he furvived buta thort time, 
and by hisdeath proved that his /riendBip equal- 
led in ftreugth and imcerity, his dove and weal for 
bis country. 


How long the ill-fated Albano dragged out his 
miferable exiftence in thefe regions of woe can- 
notbe known. The moft profoand filence was 
ever preferved on this occafion, and noone dared 
to enquire after the fate of the prifoner, or ventur- 
ed even to name him. 

Many years had elapfed after the period of Al- 
bano’s confinement, when a prieft was called to 
adminifter {piritual confolation to a lady at Peris, 
in her lait moments, and perform thole offices 
which her religion taught her torequire. Among 
other matters which the dying Adelaide difclofed 
to her confeflor, was the following incident; that 
nearly twenty years before the had rehided at Ve- 
nice in the houte of the French ambaflador, ac- 
companying his wife thither, to whom the was 
related, and whole friendthip the had poflef. 
fed from her earlieft age ; that during her abode 
there fhe became acquainted with a young Vene- 
tian, of whofe title fhe was ignorant, but of fu- 
perior birth and quality; that his perfonal accom- 

lithments, united with the charms of his conver- 
ation, fubduved her heart; and though the had 
unwearily yielded up her honor, yet every fuc- 
ceeding day feemed to add to their paffion, and 
ftrengthen their attachment ; that as he could not 
unite himfelf to her by the bands of marriage, 
without degradation, the meft private mede of 
vifitting her wes adopted, and, through the aflift- 
ance of a faithful domeftic, he was conftantly in- 
troduced in the houfe at the hour of midnight ; 
but that fuddenly, without any information 
| whatever, he eeaied te come'to her; that, dif 
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trafled by a thoafand conjeures and fears, ber health be, 
gan daily and vilibly to decline, upon which it was thought 
advifeable that the would return to her native country, 
where the at length, regained ber health, though never her 
tranquility. 

Adelaide, faint and exhaufted bythe recital, had {carce- 
ly received the abfolution, which “the implored, and by 
her fincese penitence feemed to deferve, when fhe breath- 
ed her laft igh. 

Hence it became molt apparent that the unfortunate Al- 
bano was innocent of every crime againft his country ; and 
that his vifits, which were conftrued as proofs of his ma- 
chinations againft the fate, were made to a beautiful and 
beloved miftrefs, He preferred enduring the miferies of 
perpetual confinement in a dungeon, (fo horrible, that the 
eye of the humane Howard was aot allowed to explore 
it) to the rifk of expofing to the reproachful voice of the 
world ner whom he adored, In the admiration of his 
honorable fpirit, his ardent love, his unfhakea fortitude, 
we may be allowed to forgive the indifcretion of Albano, 
or if we blame him for an error, to drop over his afhes the 
tear of fympathy and commileration.

Asa melancholy contraft tg the intelligence from Eu- 
rope, we are impelied, with the utmolt diltrefs, to ftate the 
terrible fate of his Majefty’s thip Tribune, of 44 guns, 
commanded by Captain Barker. This fhip, coming into 
the harbor on Thurfday laf, ftruck on the hhoals off 
Thrumcap, The tide deing fomewhat ebbed, every ex- 
ertion to relieve her pioved inefteétual, and the remained 
there until near eleven the fame sight, previous to which 
time it blew a heavy gale nearly E.S. E. The guns, ex- 
cept one for fignals, and every other weighty article, being 
thrown overboard, the fhip, thus relieved, floated a little 
before high water, when the gale blew ftrongeft ; her rud- 
der having been knocked off, the thip leaked exceflively, 
and every thing in the greateft coafufion, all attempts to 
gain the harbor were found impratticeble---at this dread- 
ful moment Lieutenants Campbell and North, of the Fufi- 
liers, who had been on board to offer their affiftance, 
quitted the fhip, intending to lay under her lee and wait 
the event ; but the fea ran tow high to admit of it, The 
fhip drifted dire€tly before the wind until within a fmall 
diflance of the craggy fthore juft below Herring Cove, 
where the foundered---and, terrible to relate, (exeept 
eleven feamen and marines, and one petty ofhcer) every 
foul on board have perifhed ! 

The number of men belonging té the thip is fated to 
have been upwards of 240---exclufive of which, about 16 
non ¢ommiffioned officers and privates of the R, N. Scotia 
reg. Mr Rackum of the navy yard, and, (we mention with 
peculiar regret) Lieut. James of the N. S, reg. an amiable 
and delerving young officer, who had gone on board from 
motives of humenity, met the fame fate,
